A BARE CHANCE, 
BUT ONE WHICH OUGHT TO BE TAKEN.

WASHINGTON, D. G., Sept. 4--It is no holiday 
trip that the President is abbut to make. It is 
not the voyaging of a patient in the interesting 
stages of convalescence. removal, if un- 
dertaken at all—and there are doubts even now 
in the minds of the doctors as to its expediency 
—will be the last desperate resort to clude the 
tightening grasp of death, On the eve ot this 
contemplated journey the following is the con- 
dition ot the patient: The President is suffer- 
ing, first, from an unbealed gunshot Wound 
whose length is estlingtedat sixteen inches; sec- 
ond, from a compound fracture of the tenth 
and a contusion of the ele rib, made by the 
bullet in its course; third, by the presence in 
the body of ajagged lead bullet not encysted 
and traveling siowly downward; ‘fourth, from a 
poisgnous atate of the biged, of which te m- 
named parotid gland 
gland itself, which ia now a * well asa 
result of troubis * burrowing a in the 
cheek is now discharging in seven channels., four 
of which were opened by the surgeon's kuite, 
and three are spontaneous openings flowing 
through the ear, mouth, and nostrils. 

„ THE NEXT COMPLICATION 

is the weak and dyspeptic state of the stomach, 
which has at times rejected ali proffered food, 
and requires to be alwaystreated in the most 
delicate manner. For nearly three weeks the 
President has not swallowed a mouthful of soiid 
food. The seventh item of anxiety and danger 
is the fearful debility brought on by the injury 
and its physical consequences; and the eighth is 


tile mental weakness resulting from the local 


and coustitutional troubles. 

The physicians begin to fear also the 
presence of an intermittent malarial 
fever in addition to the inevitable 
traumatic fever occasioned by the effort 
of nature to repair the wound made by the mis- 
sile. It is proposed to lift with his bed, take 
down a long flight of stairs, carry some distance 
by stretcher or wagon, and finally convey 200 
miles by rail, a man so weak and sick that he 
can scarcely turn his head from side to side, 
cannot lift his head at all, and is able to move 
his arms and legs with difficulty and weariness. 
He is 

TOO FEEBLE TO BEAR THE EXCITEMENT 
of seeing the faces of his most cherished friends. 
Oe made a journey from New Mexico speeially 
to see him, but was not let into the sick-room. 
No Cabinet officer, with one exception, bas seen 
him since the time immediately foliowmg the 
shooting. It excites the sufferer beyond his 
strength to have his children sit quietly by his 
side. The exertion of speaking pains him and 
increases the speed of his pulse. Food is nec 
essary, and be takes it as prescribed asa duty, 
but has no healthy appetite or relish for what 
he swaliows. The wounds are not constantly 
painful to an acute degree, but the frequent 
dressuigs are distressing and exhausting. The 
suffering caused by the inflamed giana would 
alone have brought a strong man iow: The 
original injury bas made little progress for ten 
days. Were the patient stronger, the indolent 
granulation would be irritated into better ac- 
tion by mild caustic injections, but this, 
though an almost necessary step. is out of the 
question in the present state of the patient. He 
hus been kept up in part, since the last relapse. 
by the free use of nutritive and stimulating in- 
jections. These are efficacious and often bridge 
a crisis successfully, but their limitations are 
well know. 

THE BOWELS CANNOT ENDURE THE STRAIN 
indefinitly, and will break down. This ba hap- 
pened.in a partial degree already, requiring the 
doctors to suspend the use of injections for 
longer or shorter periods, and total prostration 


of the bowels Will soon come as a matter of 


course it the injections are continued much 
longer. If the reader will look at the situation 
thus reviewed in the light of reason rather than 
sentiment it will be understood why the doctors 
mean to remove the President.

Mansion as w the cause. The attending sur- 


ons explained that the vomiting was occa- . 


sioned by the collection of phiegm in the throat, 
and that no serious consequences were expected 
to follow. The first disturbance of the stomach 
took place about 10 o'clock last night, but it was 
not noticed as being of any importance; but, 
when it oceurred a second time about 2 a. m., it 
was then considered to be very upfavorable. 
Soon after the second, however, the patient 
asked for and was given a quantity of milx-por- 
ridge, which he retained without difficulty. Not 
long after taking this he partook of some squir- 
rel-broth, which he appeared to relish very 
much. One ot the attendants upon the Presi- 
dent reported in tne morning that

It is said by those intimate with the family, that 
Mrs. Garfield is much pleased with the idea of 
the President's being conveyed from the ſuflu- 
ences of the malarious atmosphere which sur- 
rounds the White House to a more heailthfui lo- 
callty. It is generally conceded by those ac- 
quainted with the facts, that the President will 
be removed between tomorrow and Wednesday, 
provided he remains in as good condition as at 
present, and the weather is favorable. 

Attorney-General MacVeagh said he did not 
consider the gastric trouble of last night would 
interfere in any manner with the President's re- 
moval.

CONFIRMED.

“ THOMAS, A. T., Sept. 3.—Reports from the vi- 
cinity of Fort Apache of the hostiles are con- 
firmed by fresh arrivals of Indian runners, but 
no message from Maj.

HAS GONE ON THE WARPATH, 
is an Indian leader of unusual good sense and 
judgment. It is believed that he would never 
have joined in the movement unless he had been 
urged to it by his followets and had re- 
ceived assurances of support from the other 
branches of the Apache tribe. It was expected 
that reinforcements would reach the field 
early yesterday, and that some of their 
operations would be known last night, but 
up to midnight no tidings had been 
received from them. Gen. Wilcox, commander 
of the Department of Arizona, has taken the

Upon the news of 
bis death Diable’s band, accompanied by 
the agency police, s for Camp Apache to 
revenge -him. They, pund Petone and his 
band camped in Krong position on 
Chilo Creek, an re unable to dis- 
lodge him. Soon — Petone was 
killed by members of r band and Wiabie 
was avenged, though not by his own band. Soon 
after this two Chiefs of different bands ef the

and both were killed. These three braves, the 
medicine men * pretended that they could raise 
from the dead to lead the Apaches on to victory 
and to drive the white man from the 
country. Noclaydit-Kenna is the name of the 
principal medicine man. Col. Carr had orders 
from Gen. Willcox, who saw the infiu- 
ence which they were exerting over the 
White Mountain Indians, to arrest them all, 
and it was in obedience to this order that the 
expedition started from Camp Apache. The 
Indian scouts seem to have believed in the 
medicine men too, and to have determined on 
preventing their arrest. They did this by 


BETRAYING COL. CARR AND HIS COMMAND 
to the Indians in ambusb, and themselves giving 
the signal for the massacre by making the 
attack. The situation of Col. Carr’s wife, 
who remains at Camp Apache, is particularly 
distressing. She has not only lost her husband. 
but her son, who was with his father at the time 
of the massacre. He was 18 years of age, and 
had recently returned from the East, where 
be had been attending school, to pass 
his vacation with his parents. The Mexican 
authorities, who have a force of about 400 men 
on the border, have been informed of the out- 
breaks, and have expressed a willingness to look 
out for the enemy in the neighborhood of the 
border, and to do all in their power to aid the 
American forces.

Two 
friendly Apache Chiefse—Eskemazin and Lan- 
gola—advised the settlers on the Lower San 
Pedro three days ago to leave for Tucson; that 
something bad was brewing among the Indians 
on the reservation. One hundred and fifty 
Indians, supposed to be Mescaleros, attempted 
to board the west-bound passenger-train on the 
Southern Pacific Railroad this forenoon fifteen 
miles west of Deming. It is believed that they 
are on their way to join the White Mountaia 
Indians. It is reported that a ranch was attacked 
near Camp Bowie yesterday, and the entire 
family of seven persons killed. Signal lights 
were observed on all high peaks of mountains 
to the northwest last night, and south as far as 
the Chiricahua Mouptains northeast.

About a month 
ago a band of White Mountain Indians under a 
Chief named Petonie, who. lived thirty miles 
north of Camp Apache, killed a Chief named 
Diabie, of the same tribe, on Sap Carlos Reser- 
vation. On receipt of the nos ot bis death nis 
band, accompanied by Agency police, started to 
Camp Apache to avenge bis death. They found 
Petonie and band camped in a strong position 


‘on Shito Creek, and could not dislodge them. 


Petonie soon after was killed in a quarrel with a 
member of another band. 
A DUEL 
occurred between two chiefs of different bands 
of the same tribe. Both were killed. These 
were the braves the medicine men pretended 
they could raise from the dead, lead them on to 
victory, and drive the whites from the country. 
Col. Carr was attempting to arrest a medicine 
man, under orders from Gen. Willcox, by the 
name of Nock-Ay-Dit-Klin-Na, whea fired 
upon by the scouts. Mexican authorities on the 
border have been notified of the outbreak, and 
bave expressed a willingness to do ali in their 
power to assist in suppreséing the Indians. They 
are all well aware that, if there is a gepoerai up- 
rising of Apaches, they will immediately break 
for Mexico, and that they will suffer as much as 
the Americans. Mrs. Carr is at Camp Apache.

The utility of the 
money-order is much diminished in this 
country by permitting the clerks in large 
cities to keep bank hours. Laboring men 
and women who have to go to the office in 
person to get orders cashed or written lose 
part of their valuable time merely to save 
the postal clerks from inconvehience. The 
money-order system isin a measure a fail- 
ure. It will eventually be superseded by the 
introduction of negotiable postal checks and 
an extension of the registry system, which is. 
now almost an absolute protection against 
loss, and is more expeditious and economical 
and ——. than the money-order.

HOWEVER comforting the parallel between 
Lieut.

Gen. Carr, at the 
head of ahundred troopers, left Fort Apache, 
under the guidance of Indians supposed to 
be friendly, to arrest some “ medicine men 
who were inciting the White Mountain In- 
dians, on Cibicu Creek, about thirty-five 
miles from the fort, to hostilities egainst the 
whites. Lieut. Crase, in making the arrest, 
was shot, and this was the signal for a gen- 
eral attack upon Carr's men, in which 
treacherous red devils, who were du 

to be friendly, joined. It was the 
work of a few minutes and all were 
killed. Flushed with their bloody. work, 
the, Indians then advanced upon 
Fort Apache, which was guarded by 
a small infantry force, killing all the whites 
they met en route, and it is reported have 
captured the fort. If this be so, not one of 
the soldiers will be left of the two companies 
ot infantry at the post. To add to the hor- 
rors of the massacre, several ladies, wives of 
officers, are at the fort, among them Mrs. 
Carr, and if they are not killed they will be 
taken into a captivity worse than death. It 
is to be hoped that later news may bring the 
more cheerful intelligence that they have 
escaped, and that the reinforcements on the 


tions may havé come hear enough to divert 
the Indians from their purpose, but at pres- 
ent it looks as if the whole eommand at Fort 
Apache had been annihilated. 

It is hard to write of these periodical mas- 
sacres by Indians with much patience, be- | 
cause they are needless. More than this, it |

How many more massacres of brave offi- 
cers and soldiers must we have before the 
Government ‘will abandon its stupid and 
dangerous policy of allowing Indians to run 
at large? The massacre of Custer’s com- 
mand, the escape of those participating in it, 
the immunity from punishment which they 
have enjoyed, offered a premium to every 
other Indian tribe at large to repeat the how 


that the treacherous scouts who turned upon 
Gen. Carr shall be pursued and exterminated, 
and that the Apache hostiles shall either be 

killed or placed where they will be incapa- 
ble of any further mischief. A terrible ex- 
ample should be made of them, to let other 
hostiles know that the Government is in 
earnest. This, however, will only be a

There never will 
be peace or any security until the manage- 
ment of the Indians is taken out of the hands 
of the Jnterier Department they are 
placed in the charge of the War Department, 
where they belong. Such a disposition of 
them would remove the influences which are 
constantly driving them out on the warpath, 


traders and Agents, and place them under a 
surveillance. which would be effective.

THE GOVERNMENT DEBT. 

Few persons stop to consider, we think, 
what a wonderful change has been worked 
in the condition of the public debt during 
the past three or four years. It is not 
merely the large reduction in the principal 
er the debt nor the immense saving in the 
annual interest-charge which are remarka- 
ble, but also the admirabie shape to whidh 
the outstanding securities have been ad- 
justed. There are just four kinds of Gov- 
ernment securities, and these are so ar- 
ranged in terms as to protect the Govern- 
ment from any increase in interest during 
the next twenty-five years, and also to enable 
it to retiré bonds at an actual saving in pro 
portion to the surplus revenue it may have. 

1, There are the greenbacks, redeemable on 
demand, amounting in round numbers to 
$546,000,000, It was but a few years ago that 
these notes were at a discount at home and 
not recogrized in any other country. To- 
day they are at par and received in any cour 

country in the world like the Bank 

‘England notes. They cah be exchanged 
for coin not mergly at the Sub-Treasary in 
New York City, in any bank or broker’s 
office in the worl Together with the Na- 
tional-Dank notes, which are 
for the Government notes, they te @ 
model curreney, and practically they do not 
figure as a part of the Government debt he- 
cause they draw no — and the people 
are not eee, 23 upon * 
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from now. They ate at a premium on the 
warket, so that their actual value is about 
115, and they yield about 8556 per cent inter- 
est. 

4. The rest of the debt, am@unting to about 
$578,000,000, draws 314 per cent interest, and 
may be paid at any time or to any amount 
that suits the convenience of the Govern- 
ment. These are the old 5 and 6 per cent 
bonds, which were extended at their maturity 
at 3 per cent interest, and may be called the 
optional bonds.“ 

The surplus revenues of the Government 
go on increasing at a pid rate, and Secre- 
tary Windom will sdon be called upon to He- 
cide what class of securities he shall begin 
to retire. The “optional bonds” can be 
called in at any time at par; the Government 
will be obliged to go into the market and 
buy up the others at the current premium. 
At first thought it would seem to be the best 
policy to retire those bonds which can be 
procured at par; but the New York Evening 
Post suggests a different course, which may 
be of greater advantage to the Government. 
From the year 1891, when the 4½ per cents 
mature, till the year 1907, when thé 4 per 
cents mature, there will be an interval of 
sixteen years, during which there will be ho 
bonds that can be paid at the option of the 
Government, if the present optional bonds“ 
be retired in the meaptime. It is possible 
and by no means improbable that the 
premium on the outstanding bonds will 
then be pushed up to an  wrreason- 
able figure if the Government shall 
still pursue the policy of maintaining 
the sinking-fund. The 4 per cent and 4 
per cent bonds can be purchased now ata 
rate which will save the Government as 
much interest in the long run as by retiring 
the ig per cent “optional bonds” at par. 
Por instance, the bond running twenty-six 
years and drawme 4 per cent interest repre- 
sents an aggregate expenditure in the future 
of 104 per cent interest. After deducting the 
15 per cent pr@ium which it will be neces- 
sary to pay for that bona, there will remain 
89 per cent interest to be paid. But if these 
4 per cents were purchased and the 3816 per 
cents allowed to run, say fifteen years, the 
agaregate interest thereon would amount to 
only 52% per cent, which would be a gain ot 
nearly 37 per cent in interest for the Govern- 
ment. | 

However Secretary Windom may figure 
out the purchase of bonds from the surplus 
revenue (and he may be safely trusted to do 
the best for the Government), it will be seen 
that the arrangement of the debt is about as 
tavorable as it would be possible to make i 
and that Congress can find no excuse for 
meddling with iter disturbing the country 
by any financial legislation ef any kind dur- 
ing many years to come.

CONSTITUTIONAL “INABILITY.” 

The wide divergence of opinion as to what 
constitutes “inability ’”’ of the President, as 
construed by different persons whp enjoy 
reputations as constitutional 4awyers, only 
serves to increase the doubt and eonfusion 
which beclowd the question. For instance, 


duties of the President have already, under 
the Constitution, devolved upon the Vite 
President.” Per contra, Judge Trumbull ts 
equally positive in asserting that as long as 
the President’s mental faculties are unim- 
paired there is clearly no inability to perform 
the duties of the office.” Mr Robeson, of 
New Jersey, who gained a National fame as 
a constitutional lawyer during the debates of 
the last Congress, maintains that the Vice- 
President must determine for himself when 
the duties of the Presidential office devolve 
upon him under the Constitution. On the 
other band, Judge Jameson, of this eity, 
who is the author of a standard work on the 
framing of constitutions, declares that such 
a construction would be dangerous in the 
extreme, and that Congress ought to be sum- 
moned at once to pass a law which will meet 
the case. | 

Out of a mass of conflicting opinions it can 
only be concluded that the emergency re- 
quiring the Vice-President to discharge the 
duties of the Presidential omee has not been 
sufficiently covered by law or precedent. If 
it had been the practice to call upon the 
Vice-President during the temporary ab- 
sence of the President from the seat of Gov- 
ernment, or during the latter’s illness, and 
equally the practice for the President to ré- 
sume his functions upon his return or bis re- 
covery, then it is not unlikely that Vice- 
President Arthur would have been installed 
as Acting President. during President Gar- 
field’s prostration. It is possible that the 
framers of the Constitution contemplated 
just such a proceeding. It is true that a sim- 
Har practice has prevailed without injury to 
the publicinterests in the State Governments. 
At the same time, there have been abundant 
opportunities to apply it to the: National 
Government, both in the case of illness and 
absence, but no Vice-President has ever been 
requested to assume the office of President, 
nor has any Vice-President ever done so of 
bis own motion. Under these circumstances 
the omission. of a precedent for the Vice 
President to act a& President temporarily is 
substantially equivalent to a precedent 
against such a proceeding. 

There is no doubt that Congress is compe- 
tent to define “inability ” by law, since it is 
empowered by the Constitution to make all 
laws which shall be necessary and proper for 
carrying into execution the powers vested by 
the Constitution in the Government of the 
United States, or in any department or offi- 
cer thereof.“ But in the absence of any 
statutory definition of * inability,” thé word 
can only be reasonably construed to mean 
mental incapacity; for it is easy to suppose 
a case in which a man who lives in an invalid 
chair, like Alexander Stephens, should be 
elected President, or that, shortly after elec- 
.tion, a President might be prostrated 
by a paralysis which would confine 
him to his bed during the remainder 
of his term, and yet leave him all 
bis mental faculties for the administration 
of bis office. If it be a question of mental 
* inability,” then, in the absence of any Na- 
tional law as to the manner in which such a 
eondition shall be determined, the only pro- 
ceeding which seems to meet the case is that 
of an inquiry into the President’s sanity un- 
der the local laws of the State or District 
where he may be. There has certainly been 
no time during President Garfield’s prostra- 
tion when his physicians or attendants would 
have authorized a proceeding of that kind. 
| The only proper and safe way to deter- 

mine. when, how, under what conditions, 
and during what the Vice-President 
shall act as President so long ab the Presi- 
dent himself is alive, has not been removed 
. and has not resigned, is by law of Congress. 
But it does not follow that the present emer- 
gency demands an extra session of Congress 
nor an immediate of a law on this 


subject.

TILDEN AND HENDRICKS. 

The Democrats have two perennial candi- 
dates for President. They are Tilden and 
Hendricks. They were once persuaded to 
pool their issues and run on the same ticket, 
but sin ce then each man has been fur him- 
self, against the other and agalnst everybody 
else. At this very day, three years removed 
from the next Presidential campaign, and at 
a time when the veople, both Democrats and 
Republicans, are chiefly concerned about the 
life of an actual President who has won the 
resyect and confidence of all parties, these 
two politicians are said to be engaged in 
working up remote chanees for a Democratic 
nomination in 1884, whieh, if obtained by 
either one of them, will place the successful 
one as far from the coveted office as the one 
who shall fall to get the nomination. There 
has never been a more striking exhibition of 
impotent greed for officé than that which 
Tilden and Hendricks are now making. 

The hand of the wily old politician of New 
York State is clearty visible in the prepara- 
tions for the local campaign this coming fail. 
John Kelly is on deek, of eourse, but such 
Opposition only serves to whet the old man’s 
dinbition to take the Wheel ahd run affairs to 
suit himself. There may be a pretty fight, 
bug Tilden knows he will be ho worse off 
than he is now if he goes down, while he 
argues that victory over Kelly, supplemented 
by a victory over the common enemy— the 
Republicans—will gain for him some such 
political glory as that which led to his nom- 
ination in 1876, Indeed, it is hinted that 
Tildenis actually willing te run for Governer, 
in propria persona. in order to monopolize 
all the triumph of a possible success. If may 
be, too, that he counts upon some assistance 
from the disaffected Cofikling faction, elther 
indirectly if the machine shall gain control 
of the Republican Convention, or directiy in 
case the machine shall be put down in that 
convention.

HOME GATHERINGS. 
THE STEAMSHIP OCEANICA. 

One of the finest apd largest of the many re- 
cent addinons to our jake marine arrived in 
porton Thursday last on her first trip from Bay 
City, where she was built by Capt. James David- 
son, of Buffalo, berowner. Her cargo consisied 
of nearly 13,000 barrels of salt, being the largest 
cargo of salt ever brought to Chicago. Her di- 
mensions are: Two hundred and fifty feet keel, 
265% teet over all; breadth of beam, feet; 
depth of hold, 12 feet; depth between decks, 7% 
feet; average depth, 21% feet. She is fitted up 
with all modern improvements. She is iron- 
strapped, the main strap running fore and 
aft, near top of frames, being ten. inches 
wide wr seven-eigbths of an inch thick. 
The diagonal straps, running from mam 
strap around the turn of the bilge, are 
5 inches wide by ½ inch thick. all securely bolted 
through the frames and ceiling. Her main 
keelsons are 18 inches square, and assistant 
keeisons 16 inches square. She has seven keel- 
sons from the main keeison to bilge keelson, 14 
inches square, running fore and aft on 
frames, all securely bolted 
through the frames with Ii, and I- 
inch iron. Her floor timbers are 17 
@eep at the keel, and, with the extra floor tim- 
bers, 18 inches wide. She bas extra futtocks on 
the bilges, making her bottom and biiges almost 
solid timber, there being only two inches water- 
space on the bottom. Her bilge keelsons, six in 
number, are 9, 8, and ll iaches thick. Her veil- 
ing, trom bilge keelson to clamps, is of 6-inch 
thickness. She has four streaks of clamps 7 
inches thick by M inches wide. All the ceiling is 
edge-bolted with Inch round iron. Her 
outside planking is 6inches thick, and 
the bolts are driven through the outside 
plank in each frame through the celling and 
forelocked on the inside.

Sermon. 


PRACTICE vs. THEORY. ~ 


SERMON BY THE REV. DR. THOMAS. 


The Rev. H. W. Thomas, D. D., preached yes- . 


terday morving his first sermon since his sick- 
ness. Every seat in the auditorium and bal- 
conies of Hooley’s Theatre was occupied, and 
nam bers were compelied to stand during the serv- 
ice. Music was furnished by a chamber organ on 
the stage, and a quartet led the singing and ren- 
dered several chants. Dr. Thomas read two 
passages of Scripture aud offered prayer, in the 
course of which he petitioned Omnipotence for 
the recovery of President Garfield. The hymns 
sung were printed on sneets and distributed at 
the doors, so that all had an opportunity th 
join in the stinging. Probably one- half the con- 
gregation were ladies. The sermon was based 
upon the foliowing text : 

And sa highway shall be there, and a way, and 
it shall be called the way of holiness: the yd 
clean shail not 


over it; but it shall be 
those: the way men, though fools, shall 
not err therein.—/sa v., rex: 8. 

I cannot well begin this service, my friends. 
without some allusion to the past. During the 
don and cold winter, when there was so much 
exposure and even suffering in reaching our 
piace of worship, weall looked forward to the 
brighter days ot spring. Well, the brighter days 
cape, and we made beautiful this room with our 
Easter offerings dt flowers, and then one Sun- 
day more we met—and then suddenly I went to 
a sick room, went down almost to the very door 
of death. In those days ot suffermg you were 
ali with me in spirit. and sympathy, and prayer; 
there was n me in that little room an unseen 
Presence t gave me rest. It has pleased God 
to prolong my days on earth; to call me back 
again to life and health. Through your kind- 
ness and generosity I have been permitted to 
have a rest, in all, including the time of my 
sickness, of four months. That is by one-haif 
the longest rest I have had since I was a child. 
Il can only thank you for such tender and con- 
siderate love, and snall ever pray God that you 
may be rewarded here and in thé world to 
come. If jt was atrial for you-—and 1 know it 
was—to have our services suspended so long, I 
shared that sorrow with you; and with you I re- 
joice that ghe sun shines again—that again we 
can worshi ther peforc the Lord. 

There is about us today the troubied air ot a 
theological discussion; and, beyond this local 
agitation in which we are involved, there is in 
the great world of thoughtful minds, both with- 
in and without the churches, a seemifg unuset- 
tling, a deep unrest, an almost painful looking 
about and searching for the undations on 
which to build—for the truth that will stand the 
test of all learning and criticism; that secure 
and unharmed will stand when the storms shall 
have all ceased to blow. 

In the midst of this widespread, this almost 
universal hunger and unrest, there seems to be 

great present need; and with the need a great 
duty and responsibility resting upon religious 
teacbers.. The need is for somethaimg in which 
the pubiic mind and heart can tind rest; and the 
duty and responsibility| of the teachers of re- 
ligion is as far as ile to supply that need. 
And this leads us to a study of the practical and 
the theoretical in religion, as the subject on 
which we shall spend the hour together. 

In a study of the practical and the theoretical 
in religion, the question naturaliy arises as to 
what the practical in religion is, or what is its 
place and purpose among men. Or, in other 
words, to what practical result does religion 
look: what does it propose to do for mankind, 
and what does it want mankind to do for them- 
selves? If we can answer these quesuons, we 
shall have thereby answered the question as to 
what is, and what is not, the practical part in 
religion. 

If we were to ask what is the practical design 
or use of otber things, the answer would not 
generaily be difficult. Thus the practical use of 
a watch is to mark the time. The practical use 
of. banks and money is to supply the people 
with some convenient medium for the exchange 
of values. A railroad is to carry passengers and 
freight. The laws of a city or a State are far 
the government of the people. Medicine is for 
the cure of disease. And when a watch keeps 
time, or banks supply money: or when the pub- 
lic is accommodated in travel and commerce, 
and the State well governed, and the sick cured, 
we say we have the practical results of all these 


things. 

Now, what does religion pro todo? Aud 
what does it ask man to do? Simply this: Re- 
ligion is intended to bind man to his Maker and 
man to man ina * love. The whole law is 
fulfilled in this, Tuou shalt love the Lord 
thy God with ail heart, and thy 
neighbor as thyself.” The law has man 
commands, but this is the spirit of all. 
This makes religion an inward principle— 
places the Kingdom of Heaven within--and 
makes the outward life depend upon and har- 
monize with that principle. When religion bas 
led the individual or the community to inward 
and outward riehbteousness, it has therefore ac- 
complished its practical purpose; and, failing in 
this, whatever be its theories, it falis to be 
practical. 

Having seen the final cause of religion, or 
that for which it exists, we might suppose in ad- 
vance that the essential and the important, the 
practical, would be ma o plain that all might 
easily see and underst d walk therein. And 
this we fina to be the When we turn to 
the Bible we find at truths lie, as it 
were, upon the very ‘hey come out 
„le i oe See 
sac page; y up ore 
whenever we turn tus ind in the direc- 
tion of holy things. Thus it is witt the thought 
of God. in all Old and the New Tes- 
tament that thought is ever present. It meets 
us in the creation; it travels along through all 
the history of the Hebrew people; it lis the 
minds of Christ and the Aposties. th the 
thought of God comes the thoughtof law and 
duty; and with these come the facts and expe- 
riences of sin; and with these come the prom- 
ises of mercy and the threatenmgs against 
wrong doing,and the call to repentance and 

rayer, and the promises of pardon and purity. 

se at truth lie so upon the very surface 
of the Bible that all who read can them. 
And when we come to the teach of our 
Lord, no one can fail to see that He came to 
save sinners; that He brings nearer the thought 
of God, and righteousness, and duty, and prayer. 
and trust; that He brings nearer the thought otf 
the eternal World. No one can fail to see the 
great life and spirit of religion as they come out 
io the words of Christ. And so the life of re- 
ligion is made so plain in the  Epistics 
that any one who reads can understand. 
And the motives and pleadings of religion ap- 
peal so understandingly to the heart, and the 
experiences of religion are set forth in such 
vivid colors, that any soul that is open to these 
things, that turns its face to the divine, must 
perceive them and be moved by them. 

And thus we find that the religion that is in- 
tended to accomplish practical resuits, that is to 
make men better, to bind them to cach other 
and to God in love, is so plain,«so free from 
cloud or obscurity, that all dun see and under- 
— ; that the “wayfaring man shall not err 

rein.“ 


But we may readily suppose again that a re- 
ligion that necessarily deals with such great 
subjects, or facts, as God and revelation, and 
Jesus Christ, and the human spirit, and the 
@ternal world, would open up questions too 
large for the human mind to easily or fully 
comprehend; and that hence differences of 
opinion would arise; that many and even con- 
flicting theories, or opinions, should be heid. 
And this we tind to be case: when we 
look at the subject we can easily see why and 
how it is so. 

Take, as an illustration, the thought of God. 
It lies at the foundation of religion; it runs 
throu le. 
that 
feel its truth and meaning. But what mind can 
explain God? How can the finite measure the 
infinit? Evidently it is impossible. We are like

religion upon life, and conduct, and experience; 
upon coming into the life of Gud in the soul, and 
doing good in the world. And none care to 
bate these points—to appose them. Ali are glad 
to acknowledge and respect such lives amo 
men. All are giad that it is possible for the sou 
to come into union with the Divine, and to live 
inthe bope of Heaven. And all so far recog- 
nize the radical difference between right and 
wrong as toconfess that to be one must 
cease to do evil; that the way of ness is so 
apart from the way of sin that “ the unclean 

ail not pass over it.“ God has so illumin 
this way of holiness; has made it so plain in His 
Word, and so evident to the understand of 
the heart, that no sou! questions this great fact. 

Evidently, then, in these days of criticiem, and 
doubt, and discussion this one fact needs to be 
emphasized and kept ever before the mind: that 
the important, the esseatial, the practical things 
of religion are plain, and that the beurt may 
easily understand them and may rest in them. 
And it wants to be underst also that these 
are the important things in religion. 

But the question may arise, What of the crit- 
ical and the theoretical in religion? Shall these 
be wholly abandoned? Certainly not. They 
have their legitimate place and in that place are 
highly important and valuable. The conception 
of religion by the human mind, and the inter- 
pretation of the Bible, have been matters of a 
How growth. Many crude conceptions of God 
have to be outgrown; many false interpreta- 
tions have to be corrected; many theories, 
formed in the darker ayes or in the heat of con- 
troversy, bave to be modified. And when we see 
the o of criticism, and the end of ail 
theorizing and debate—that they look to the 
clearer conception and statement or truth, we 
should not fear them. And when we remember 
further that the ee questions of religion 
are scarcely in debate at all; that the important 
things are all plain, then the public mind should 
be at rest, for as long as these remain secure 
there is no cause of alarm. Let criticism do its 
work and let us be glad ot a fact, of a truth, 
from whatever source it come. 

And this you will pereeive leaves all the spirit- 
val dovtrines of tance, and pardon, and 

urity, and piety, and worship effective; it 
eaves the Caurch to on and fulfill its mission 
in suving the worid. And this you will perceive, 
further, makes possible a broad catholicity and 
fellowship among men in the Church. Wien 
the facts of Christianity are accepted, when the 
saving truths are taken into the heart and bear 
fruit in the life, when men are doing the work 
of God, that should be the bond of feilowship. 
All minds are not alike; allcannotseealike. The 
growth of souls d the growth of truth in the 
world require that individuality and a large per- 
soual liberty should be gludly accorded to each 
one, and hence opinions Should not be a test of 
fellowship. Men may be good and do good, and 
— differ. John Wesley says concerning Thomas 

irman, a pious Unitarian: “ l was exceeding- 
ly struck at reading the following life, having 
settied it in my mind that the entertaining of 
wrong notions concerning the Trinity was in- 
consistent with real piety. But I cannot mee 
against matter of fact. 1 dare not deny t 
Mr. Firman was a pious man, aithough his 
notions of the Trinity are quite erroneous.“ 
Ten years before he nad said: “I do not see 
how it is possibie for one to have vital religion 
who denie#.that the Three ate One,“ But Wes- 
ley: wis 0 to-new tfudiy he’ believed in 
growth. Andso fullof catholicity was be that 
he said. Fate, pot exclude from the Church 
cathotio et ese congregations in which 
any wuiiééripturai dodiriies "which can- 
not be affirniéd to be the pure word of 
God are sometimes, pay frequently, preached.” 
And he says again: Whoever they are that 
have one spirit, one hope, one Lord, one faith, 
one God and Father of all, | can easily bear 
with their holding wrong vpiunions—yea, and 
superstitious modes of worship; nor would I, on 
these accounts, scruple still to include them 
within the pale of the Catholic Church; neither 
would I bave any objections to receive them, if 
they desired it,as members of the Church of 
Engiand.” and Mr. Wesley was equally toler- 
ant and broad in his views concerning the lib- 
erty of ministers. Ino bis thirty-eighth sermon 
he argues that when a minister is doing good, is 
Saving souls, that it is wrong to in any way 
binder bim. He says: Do not in anywise 
strive to prevent his using all the power which 
bas given him. If vou have authority 
with him, do not use that authority 
to stop the work of God. Persuade 
him not to depart from the work. 
If he should give place to the Devil and you, 
—— { souls perish in their iniquity; but their 
bl God requires at your hands.“ He says 
again: What if I were to see a Papist, an 
Arian, a Socinian casting out devils! If 1 did I 
could not forbid even him without eonvicting 
myself of bigotry.“ Wesley was thus catholic 
aud liberal a hundred years ago, and it seems to 
me that nothing is more needed in these days of 
declension and doubting than the union of all 
devout souls in spirit and work, and a broader 
tolerance of personal liberty in the theoretical 
and the speculative. In this — 0 the practical 
work of religion could go on without interrup- 
tion, and with the strength of a united army, 
the what is theoretical, and critical, and s la- 
tive.could formulate in each mind: and best 
thought of each mind could find free expression 
without causing contention. 

You will see, my friends, that the whole drift 
and purpose of thie discussion is to call atten- 
tion to the practical and the important in re- 
ligion, as distinguished from the speculative or 
theoretical; to call attendon to the highway of 
holiness over which the unclean shall not pass. 
This way lies plain before the open and willi 
soul. It is not overcast by darkness nor ange 
by debate. Here the heart finds parity Here 
the sweet fruits of charity abound. Here the 
soul finds rest and peace. And walking in this 
way we shall come at last to Mount Zion, to the 
New Jerusalem, the city that is eternal. 0 
come! and walk with me in this blessed way— 
the way our fathers trod, the way hallowed by 
the life and death of our Lord. Let us walk to- 
wether through sickness, or sorrow, or loss, on 
through the vallev and the shadow of death, 
and with songs and everlasting joy we shall en- 
ter the golden gate.

sician, should not be a sberiff, should not be a 
amekeeper, au [Irishman must not keep a 
bores that was worth more than $25; if he hap- 
pened to have one worth $50 or more he was 
coupelied to sell it for $25 to the first Protestant 
who should offer that sum. These are speci- 
mens of laws numerous enough to make a lar 
law-book, and specimens these of the roc 
which helped sink the once, noble and happy 
Irisd character.

Barvarism is a condi- 
tion of society where one will laugh while his 
very brother weeps; civilization is that condi- 
on of society which makes the one President 
decline a vublic pleasure while another Presi- 
dent is hove between life and death. A pub- 
lic speaker thinks the earth a defective piece of 
work, not the product of great goodness, be- 
cause disease is contagious, oy | to pass from 
the one to the many; but while be speaks the 
world owes much to its — oy and suf- 
fering. free man teels lo the slave 
and helps seeks universal liberty; the rich 
statesmen of England Caught the misery of the 
toil women in the mines and benceforth never 
rested until hey had placed upon the statute 
some new laws full of mercy. It isa wonder- 
ful provision in the constitution of man that his 
calamity is taken upand made the calamity of 
the race. Soon all the high priests in all the 
forms of thought are touched with a feeling of 
the surrounding intirmities, and before the 
courts of earth and heaven they pour out their 
interceding prayers.

great was His power, for the sea obeyed Him; 
great was His fortitude, t His virtue; but 
to us mortals how bi is the thought that 
He was not a high priest who could not be 
touched by our infirmities.
